Wreck Left Hehind tn Wheeling and 
Pi.teburg—Rising Stil Lewer Pewn the River. 


CINCINNATI, February 9.—The river now marks 
63 fect 2 inches, and is rising half an ineh per hour. 
it has been rising since midnight. The gas supply 
is not yet exhausted. At2a.m. the river marked 
63 feet 24inches. The weather is cloudy. 


The Commercial Gazette has the following special: 
Catlettsburg, Ky., February 9 —The situation here 
is deplorable. Uuly one hotel and one grocery store 
are open. The people are occupyi the’ court- 
house and the school houses. [pe aver is rising 
two inches per hour. At aes Ohio, the loss by 
the flood will be fully equal Jo last year. Many 
houses are swept from their foundations, aud whole 
families gre homeless.

The gas 
from this had risen to the second story, and no 
sooner did it come in contact wih the flame of the 
lamp than an explosion took place, and the 
buiiding was set on fire. Dent, who was badly 
burned, jumped from the second-story window 
auc received serious internal lnjuries. The Wheel- 
ing fire department was unable to cross the isiand, 
which is still covered toa great depth with water, 
and there were no oiher means of checking the fire. 
Heinlein & S:all lose $17,000 on building, insurance 
$7,500; Wells & Dent lose $10,009, in-urance $6 500: 
George Griffiu, grocer, loses $5,000, insurance

New York, February, 8 —‘‘The biggest and best 
circus on earth for tea cents,” cried a man with a 
loud voice in the Bowery. 

“Do you mean, my friend,” said I, “that this is 
— ualifiediy the superior of all circuses? Or, that 
it is the finest at the price?”’ | 

It was evident that this bold asserter was unnsed 
to contradiction or cross questioning. He gazed at 
mé for a silent moment in astonishment, and then 
dismissed me from futher attention. while he re- 
sumed his praise of the dime circus. As it did not 
_ that I could getany knowledge on the subjee 
without buying it regulariy, I paid the ten cents, 
and wentin. The interior was spaious, if not 
handsome. It was a roughly finished theater, with 
two galleries, and altogether a seating capacity for 
not less than two thousand persons. On the stage 
was a sawdusted ring, with scenery at the sides and 
back which bad probably been painted in a desper- 
ately contested race agaiust time. A band was 
making as much and as brassy neise as ever was 
heard in a Barnum tent; and I was astonished to 
find, on close examination of the farecorner baleco- 
ny in which the musicians were hal! obscured, that 
they numbered only four. There were ten instru- 
ments, bowever, and al! in active use, for one of the 
Operators was of the versatile kind who satrap & Va- 
riety cf sound producers within reach of mouth, 
hands and feet, r 

The enteriainment was a curious ex position of 
how much three men, a woman-and a horse can do 
when they try hard. And theshow, moreover, was 
just about the same that we usually pay half a dol- 
lar to see. It wasno real detriment that the ring- 
master became an Indian rider, next a lifier of big 
weights, and finally one of a gymnastic pair. Nor 
that the two tumblers were also trapeze performers, 
bal! jugg’ersand pad riders, besidas providing sev- 
eral of the familiar aspecis of clowning. All these 
male identities were in a measure concealed by 
changes of costume, by paint, and esp?cially by 
variations of moustaches and whiskers: so that the 
coufiding observer was led to believe thata numer: 
ous COMpanbY wés amusing him. But the one 
woman was ever the same unmistakable old rider, 
with an adamantine smile on her face, and petri- 
fied bunches of muscle lifting her stockings here 
andthere. She and the spotted horse which she 
rode seemed to have slowed-up nearly to a stand- 
still, and to require rewindiag, so much less active 
were they than the banners which were slid between 
the feet of the one and the back of the other. It 
struck me that here wasa circus performer of suffi- 
cient antiquity to date evenly with the jokes that 
thé clowns uttered, and J talked with the manager 
about it. 

“Tam ajournalist,” said I, “and I would be 
greatly obliged for some information to print.”’ 

He grasped my hand as though it held a concen- 
traied fortune for whoever shook it, and gazed into 
my face with longing, loving tenderness. 

“O. I'd thank you ever so mpch for any little 
notice that—’’ he began. 

But I interrupted him with: ‘I read the other 
day, ia an account of Grecian excavations, of the 
discovery of a circus ring, with various indications 
that the shows in those days were essentially the 
same as in the circuses of to-day. The appurtenan- 
ces of arenic athletics, and of different sorts of feats, 
were found in states of partial preservation. But 
there was one object that puzz'ed the antiquari- 
ans. It was “an irregular lump of some 

hing harder and more enduring than the tough- 
est metal now known to science. They had a 
drawing made of its shane, to put into their report, 
but they could suggest no explanation of its char- 
acter oruse. Ithink I now can tell what it was. 
The idea tiashed upon me, clear as sunlight, when 
your clown told thestery of his wonderful jump. 
You don’t kgow how many thousand years that 
joke has been in use—of course you don’t; but!

ruin of a Grecian circus ring as the same—positively

The manager wished to know what further infor- 
mation I needed, if I was already so certain about 
it. 

“No conscientious scientist neglects any opportu- 
nity to verify his theorics,’’ I said; ** and it struck 
me that your lady rider, who must have been con- 
tem poraneous with the Grecian circus, might accord 
me a very valuable interview.’’ : 

The laugh of the manager was hollow and artific- 
ial. Then he frowned, and said that the lady was 
not to be intruded upon by a mere journalist. But 
he would take meintoaless venerable and quite 
asinstructive presence. This he straightway did; 
and I was presented toa midgety young woman, 

the wife of one of the athletes. She was in train- 
ing fora sword swallower.

She may be de- 
lightful when, sinuous and flashipgin tights and 
spangles, she joyously thrusts the blade of a rapier 
down her throat, smiles round the handle as it 
pretrudes from her rosy mouth, gracefully straight- 
eas her slender body in pliant conformity to the 
intruded steel, and composedly bows her grateful 
thanks for the applause. But she was @ merely 
pitiable creature as she, with great difficulty and 
convulsive gagging, forced the strip of smooth 
mete] down her throat, uctil it reached her stom- 
ach, whereitat ouce produced a nausea which 
wasn’t pretty. 6 

“How long have you been practiciag this feat?’”’ 
[ asked.

THE GAY HEAD DISASTER. 

The offiwial investigation of the City of Co- 
iumbas disaster does not relieve the comman- 
der of the vessel of a very grave responsibili- 
ty. His attempt to put the blame on the 
second mate has not succeeded. Captain 
Wright’s own evidence does not free him of 
blame. He claims that before he went below 
he gave an order to the second mate to steer 
routhwest-by-west. He did not stay on deck 
to see that his order was executed, although 
he was in the most - oe part of his voy- 


i eel 


age. He had rocks on Mhoth sides of 
him. The quartermaster, however, swears 
that he did steer southwest-by-west, and that 
he was steering that course when the steamer 
struck. If this evidence is true—andi itis be- 
lieved to be—the only explanation oi the 
disaster is fvuund in an error of reckoning. 
The commander, in other words, did not 
know where he was. He was further 
gouth than he thought, and Captain Ham- 
mond, in the Boston Post, shows that the 
course named was really calculated to carry 
the vessel to Gay Head, where she actually 
struck, This is the only explanation that the 
case admits of thus far, and it is probably the 
only ene that will be derived from the inves- 
tigation. Wrong as the reckoning may 
have been, no damage *» would 
have resulted if the commander had 
staid on. deck while the vessel was in Vine- 
yard sound. Neither would the disaster have 
occurred if the second mate had been vigilant 
and capable. The negligence began with the 
commander, and seems to have extended al! 
through theship'sofficers. Theinvestigation 
will be continued through the present week, 
and it promises to become very searching and 
rigid. 
A Ge ORGIA NOVEL. 

It is one thing to write a story, a narrative 
of events, butit another and quitea different 
thing to write a stery of events so that it shal! 
be made the medium for the portrayal of hu- 
man characterand passion. In “Old Mark 
Langston; A Tale of Duke's Creek,’ by Colo- 
nei Richard Maicom Johmston, we have at 
once a narrative of events, a story of life, and 
those peculiar complications of character and 
incident that go to make up what is techni- 
cally calleda novel. “Old Mark Langston”’ is 
a novel which has for }t: purpose the portraya! 
of life in Georgia fifty years ago, and 
that purpose is carried out with a touch at 
once delicate and firm. In our opinion there 
is nothing in contemporary fiction to match 
the portrayal of human character to be found 
in this book. It is vivid, keen and unerring. 
Groups are handled and described as easily 
and as accurately as individuals, andthe in 
dividuals are all something more than mere 
individuals. They are too numerous to be 
types, but they are all entitled to be termed 
originals. 

Colonel Johnston's knowledge of human 
nature is supplemented by a happy use of 
dialect that issometimes as illuminating al- 
most as an inspiration. The characters talk 
alike, but they think differently, and though 
they talk together upon every page of the 
book, the dialogue is never tiresome. The 
story has a plot and a good one. The denou- 
ment is dramatic, butit is so unusual to 
find a deneument of any kindin a modern 
novel, that we would not be surprised to 
hear the critics allude to this as melodra- 
matic. We do not propose to give the reader 
a hintas tothe plot .of the story, but it is 
thoroughly in keeping with the gharacters, 
mysterious and yet reasonable. 

(he fault we find with the book might be 
mistaken for the highest praise. It has an 
excess of humor and an excess of charaepers. 
The excess of neither (as might be supposed) 
is tiresome, but it destroys in a measure the 
artistic repose and completeness that a less 
liberal method would have insparted to the 
book. Such fault finding as this is the next 
thing to praise, and it is worth while to praise 
such a delightful chronicleof Georgia life in 
the olden time. Itis more important than 
history, for it deals directiv and with 
strict accuracy with a class of people whose 
descendants have given Georgia an unique 
position among the states, Colonel John- 
ston’s book, it seems to us, must make its 
mark. Asa fresh study of human character 
and motive, it must commandattention. It 
is issued from the press of the Harpers, New 
York.

THS PAY OF PREACHERS. 


Tux Constitution once took the trouble to 
show that the state of Georgia paid more to 
support its dogs than its preachers.

The membership of the Methodist offirch in 
north Georgia (63,000) p&id 1.65 per capita for 
the support of the preachers,and 33'4 cents per 
capita for home and foreign missions. 

In the Tennessee conference the 15 highest 
preachers’ salaries average $1,261.53, and the 
150 below these average $272, and the total 
average salary of the Methodist preachers in 
Tennessee is $381.08, which leavesthem hum- 
bly grateful doubtless for the 8 cents. 

These figures leave no doubt that conscience 
and not policy carries a man into the 
ministry, and that duty and not profit keeps 
him there. In the meantime the preachers 
can better stand the denial and 
hardships of their scanty livings, than the 
church can stand the reproach of forcing 
them to do so.

THE EGYPTIAN PROBLEM. 
Alleyes are now turned towards General 
Baker cooped up in Suakin, te Khartoum, 
and to General Gordon who is somewhere be- 
tween Berber and Khartoum in the Nise val- 
ley. Generai Baker under the gunboats is by 
no means safe; K bartoum is full of Musselmen 
ready to rise, and General Gordon’s mission 
isone of peril. If he reaches Khartoum, it 
is difficult to see what he can accomplish 
among tbe tribes that re moved 
by fanatical appeals and by a desire 
for plunder. All the tribes are moving, and 
the authority of the Egyptian government ino 
the Soudan is now confined to Khartoum and 
Berber, and a narrow strip covered by the 
gunboats along the Ked sea. It is practically 
gone, and the force at kbartoum will be for- 
tunate if, with General Gordon, it succeeds 
in reaching the English forces below the cat- 
aructs of the Nile. 

The easy capture of the Soudan by the 
Mahdi, involying overwhelming disasters to 
English otMicers, as weil as cowardly African 
troops, is not reiished in 
among the liberals; 
and unless Mr. Gladstone moves 
promptly, it is very probable that 
he will yet suffer defeat over his Egyptian 
policy. The vote of last Tuesday afternoon 
is not regarded as final, and the government 
will scarcely be able to throw the blame upon 
its puppet, the khedive. Evacuation of the 
Soudan in an orderly manner and without 
disasters would not have been popular in 
England,and the bungling way in which it 
has been managed very naturally increases 
the public indignation. The Gladstone min- 
istry is in factin as critical a position politi- 
cally speaking as the Khartoum garrison is in 
a physical sense.

Auderson Dellvera an Opinion 
on a Kailread Cause. 

Yesterday Attorney General Anderson gave 
Comptroller General Wrightanopizion on a case 
involving the mannerin which the taxes on the 
Georgia railroad bank should be given in and paid. 
The road isexempton a million four hundred 
and fifty thousand do/lars of its property, which 
Amount about coversthe value of the road from 
Atlanta to Augusta. The state thea collects tax on 
the Athens and Macon branchesandais> collects 
an income tax of one half of one percent on jtsnet 
earnings. Whenthe road was leased its active 
management passed out of the hands ofthe owa- 
ers, but they retained thd management of the bank 
through their own officers. Before ingy lease the 
bank property was given in along with the railroad 
property, aS i was easy to see taal the 
bank was only a part of the road, and so charter- 
ed; and did not come under the reguiations gov- 
éerning other banks so far eas giving in tax was 
concerned. The road was chartered as a road, 
and the bank was only an adjunct. However, 
when the lease was made it was held by ihe com- 
pany, that the bank sboald be given in'as & separate 
piece of property. Comptroiler General Wright 
held that the bank was not chartered as a Cistrict 
institution, butthat the road was chartered with 
banking privileges. He ruled against the company 
Attorney General Anderson concurred in the opin- 
ion and on yesterday gave a formal opinion on the 
subject reiterating the views he had formeriy ex- 
pressed.
